. Tlm reasons tlmt should urgo Congress to 
secure' this right without deluy, aru manifold. 
In this way only, can our uppor lako trans- 
portation compute with the railroads, which 
in a short time will be run from tho ' Atlantic 
.sea board throughout the country,' nml which 
must inevitably so greatly diminish tho amount 
of water travel , and carriage by tho lakes, 
that this vast interest will suffer to an alarm- 
ing extent. If the present condition of things 
continue, and no better prospects are 'present- 
ed, thu immense capital now-invested in our

produce, it becomes us to endeavor to find or 
create such nn ono nt homo nnd within our 
own country.

Country not of suitable soil or climate for ag- 
ricultural purposes, but yet possessing tho cap 
ital, thu hydraulic power and all-other neccsi 
ary means for manufacturing, such, ns the 
Now Enjtlaud and eomo otliur Status, if ado* 
qimto protection worunlVorded, wouldonguge 
largely in this branuhof industry, and by the 
omployment of numerous laborers of skill, 
and such other manual force as would bo no- 
ctissary to conduct it, thoro would bu crcntci 
in our own country, n constant dcmnnil ntu! 
curtain market, for our surplus produce, nnt 
at tho iwmo time wo would reccivu tho rocip- 
rocal buhufits of tlii-ir skill, capital and trade 
Thu truu nconomy of tho farmer, is to anil M 
much, nnd buy AS littlu as ho cnn; nnd I see 
no reason why, this is not also thu wisest econ- 
omy for our nation. 


Whonovar this Country imports an excess, 


ovor her exports, wu nay tho balance of trade 
is ngainut us, or in other wards, .wo aru doiitf 
a loosing business. The only way to remedy 
this, is never to buy and import from abroad 
unless we cnn *ull mid ox port nt least to an 
equal amount. Other Countries Imvn long 
nutud upon this plan towards ns, and so )ou£ 
as they continue to do so, wu are paying r 
tribute to them, without an equivalent; ant 
art\ compulled to adopt tho cmnu plan, fui 
mlf dufenco. A low tnritV or frco trade, it 
tlu>y should bu adopted by nil tho Countries 
within tho range of our commercial intor- 
cnuttc, would bo far less obju tioimblu. But 
this can nuvur bu uxpucted, for just as soon 
us one Country adopts this plan, the others 
would Imvu tho stranger interest to continue 
thuir TurilV duties nt u high nt.Midiml, so as to 
,\vnil tlit'insolves of the benefits of a free mar- 
kot in that Country, without huinj; compelled 
to rooipnioato the advantage. It can bo oasi- 
ly seen from this, why other Countries are 
conMantly advijing us to adopt towards them 
the principle of freu trndo, vet novor pro- 
posu to practice the same principle towards 
n.t. 
The amontlmcnt to tlio act, approved Feb 
r2th, 1793, relating to persons escaping from 
their.inHBiurc, and onu of Unit series ot meas- 
urea pawed by tho 31st Congress, commonly 
culled thu " Compromise Measures," from the 
effect its pntungtt and enforcement hns'pro- 
duced upon thu public mind, nuiy well merit 
your serious consideration, ns thu representa- 
tive* of lliu pcoplu of thu State. 


Aftur n euruful examination of the provis- 


ions of this law, aside from tho question of its 
constitutionality, I am prepared to express 
my own opinion; that in ninny of its features 
it is_hi»hly objectionable and unjust; and I 
am in favor of either such a radical modifica- 
tion ntMvill take from it its odious features, or 
its cntiro repeal. 


I u m awaru it is claimed that the passage o 


this law became absolutely necessary to the 
pi-enervation of the government; but Iain not 
prepared to concede that the Federal Union 
tuts become so weak, that its existence de- 
pends upon the enactment 'or repeal of nnv 
mere plain to, or that wu have arrived at such 
a crisis in our history, ns requires llm contin- 
uance of such a law ,is this, to preserve our 
Republic from dissolution. Thu authorities 
of our government lire properly called into 
requisition, and nro abundantly efficient for 
thu purpose of enforcing the execution of this 
law so long as it exists, and by parity of rea- 
soning, it would suem tbnl they ought to bo 
sufficient nnd competent to reduce any rebel- 
lion, that might bu thu result of its repeal.— 
While holding- thcso sentiments, however, 1 
would not ntlvisc, but discountenance any 
useless agitation on the subject of slavery, that 
may do much harm by engendering sectional 
feeling, tvrhout accomplishing nny good ; and 
•would urge obedience and subjection to this, 
ns well ns nil other laws, so long ns they ex- 
ist nnd aro in force. 
Such 1 believe to be 


the imperative duty of every citizen, under 
nil possible circumstances. Resistance to 1 iw, 
and insubordination to the.legally constituted 
authorities of the country, directly tend to the 
overthrow of our civil government, tlio intro- 
duction cf anarchy nncl misrule, and would 
bu far more dangerous to the public safety, 
than tho enactment or repeal of any law that 
could bo devised.

The fact thnt a law is repugnant to tho pub- 


lic sense of right and justice, and for this ren- 
eon receives but an unwilling and reluctant 
obedience is, in my opinion,a strong argument 
for ila modification or repeal. For the delib- 
erate and enlightened public judgment ofthe 
pcoplu in Una country, is entitled to great 
confidence nnd respnct.

. It will bo your duty at the present session 
to apportion and district anew tho Members 
of the Senate and Assembly according to the 
number of inhabitants of tho State, under 
the enumeration made by the authority of tbe 
United.Slates in the year 1830. 


The policy of Congress grunting the vacant 


and unsold lands, lying within tbis State, to 
aid in the 'construction of works of intorna' 
improvement, under tbo management am 
control of private companies or corporations 
under, tbo regulations usually.adopted, I have 
endeavored carefully to examinu nud consid 
er; and I am clearly satisfied that Iho policy 
is wrong and detrimental to tho present am 
future interests of tho Slate. Among tho con- 
siderations which havo led mo to this conclu- 
sion, nro the .following : Thu most promi- 
nent and important interest in this Slate, is 
now," and will doubtless continue to bo,.4<;ri- 
cultural,' No Slate in tho Union, in.propor- 
tion to its area of territory, has so many acres 
susceptible of tillage and cultivation, or richer 
nnd more productive soil. Situated on tho 
northern nmryin of the jjront Mississippi Val- 
ley, bounded on three sides sides by tho na- 
vigublo waters of llivon and Lukes, favora- 
bly balanced between an Eastcru and South- 
ern market, divided diagonally by lliu Fox 
and Wisconsin rivers, terminating at thu Mis- 
aUsippi river on tho South-West, und Greoa 
Bay on tho North-Easl, interspersed with 
Springs, Lnkoi nml running streams, con- 
venient to nearly all localities, affording to the 
farmer the chance of selecting 1'rairic, Open- 
ing}, or wood land, possessing school nnd vdu 
cationnl advantages, unequalled in the Union, 
nnd acknowledged^ to bo thu healthiest of tin 
Western Slates, it is every way indicatoil 
to bu the selected home of thu Agricultural- 
ist, It is this interest, and those facilities, that 
first attracted emigration to this Territory, 
when yet awildurncM, and .that have since, 
in so lew years peopled it with inch n thriv- 
ing and industrious population, nnd mado our 
rapid growth and improvement tlm wonder 
of the ugo. 


Tlm quantity and extent of onr ngricnllur- 


nl products have already attracted tho eastern 
and southern markets and capitalists engaged 
in this class of enterprises, aro already extend- 
ing towards us from tbe Atlantic sea board, nml 
in a short time it i< to bo hoped, will bring to 
our very dooii tho facilities of Railroad car- 
riiipo and transportation. Then by the com- 
petition of Railroad against R-ilrond,and both 
npainst Liiku transportation, tie price ol 
freight will become so reduced, as lo give us 
nt home, a market nearly equal to tlmt of 
New York and New England; while our 
lands, considered with respect to their natur- 
al productiveness, and their cheap and easy 
cultivation, will become worth more pur aero 
tlian tho lands there situated, which aro mostly 
worn out, and require artificial moans to make 
them productive. Agriculture, then, is our 
great and lending interest, and any measure 
or policy, having a tendency to embarrass or 
restrict the cultivation of Iho soil already ap- 
propriated to tho purposes of husbandry, or 
the improvement of the lands yet vacant and 
unsold lying within our boundaries, I regard 
nf militating against our beet interests as a 
Stato; and on tho other bond anything con- 
ducive to promote and encourage this branch 
of productive industry.nnd to extend its limits, 
is the true policy of tho Stato; and consid- 
ering its high importance it may well com- 
mend itself to n wise and judicious policy and 
foMorinp legislation, 


Those largo grants of the public lands lo 


tho State in trust for tlio benefit of specific 
works of internal improvement, undar the su- 
pervision of private incorporated companies, 
will retard (lie settlement of tho Slain, by 
engrossing the most valuable portions of the 
vacant lands, nnd in every instance, will prob- 
ably have tho effect to keep them out of im- 
mediate markut, as well as to increase tho or- 
icinal cost to thu settler when offered for sale. 
If granted, as is usual In such cases, in alter- 
nate sections, (he practice has been nnd will 
probably continue to be, to increase tho price 
of tho government lands so alternately reserv- 
ed,.thus milking the lands both granted and 
reserved, a profitless bargain to thu capitalist, 
HB wull ns placing them beyond the reach of n 
largo proportion ofomiprnnt sett lore,who would 
otherwise become resident producers in tho 
Stale. The consequence would be, thov 
would avoid \Vi«consin nnd seek moro favor- 
able localities in other Stales and Turrritorion, 
whero vacant lands could bo procured at tho 
usual government price. If a grant be mado 
for Iho benefit of only ono certain work, or a 
particular company, and no other should be 
allowed, it would bo very objectionable, ns 
conferinji n special and exclusive benefit upon 
a particular section of tha Stale, out of n gen- 
eral and common fund that belongs to all por- 
tions and sections of the State alike. If ono 
grant should become n precedent reason for 
allowing others, and grants should continue to 
bo made AS often as nny work or. improve- 
ment could be demonstrated to bo'of utility 
and importance to nny section of Iho country, 
in a very short lime all tho public Innds in 
Iho Stato would bo absorbed and engrossed by 
numberless projected internal improvements, 
each under Iho managements of special and 
private companies, and all requiring the su- 
pervision of Iho Stato Government.

works, would, or might, consider it for their 
interest Mo make such a high appraisement 
of .these, grunts as would necessarily keep 
them n long time : out of market; and

lative conditions and restrictions would bo 
both proper nnd 'practicable. In tlut cnio 
an amount and responsibility of Legislation 
would bu imposed upon the Stnte, both bur* 
dunsomo and illegitimate, if not 'unconstitu- 
tional. Al the MIUU timo the appointment 
of numerous officers for i he safe-keeping and 
disbursement of these' immense trust 1'umU 
would bttcomo necowary to bo paid out of 
the funds in their own hands, and responsible 
to the State, thus creating n vast ami dan- 
corous power of Government patronage.— 
While at the samn lime these improvement* 
thus placed under Iho cnro nnd supcrvi- 
»ion of iho Slatu would bo merely ot local 
and sectional benefit. 


If these lands should at onco bo surveyed, 


brought into market and sold to actual settlers. 
at a low price, by tho General Government, 
that vast region of Ibo Stnto, now a wilder- 
ness, would very roou btvomo as much culti- 
vated and improved as Iho older settlements 
nro at tho present lime. Tlio products of tho 
North and North-Wcsl would, of necessity, 
havo to come to, or pars through tho avenues 
of tho Central, Southern and Kcantotn por- 
tions of the Slate, on thoir way to market, 
thereby creating n flourishing and profitable 
internal commurce and inlcrvlinngu of im- 
memo advantage to nil parts of tbo Stato, nnd 
(hut part now occupied would not long remain, 
as nl present, llm out-post and limit, but bu 
situated upon tho very lino of trade nnd Irnv- 
cl. When we slmll have developed tho agri- 
cultural resources of our Slate, nnd made 
our products an object to lliu buyer and tint 
carrier, wo shall doubtless bo furnished with 
tho requisite facilities for taking, them to tbo 
best nnd quickest market. If our true inter- 
ests as a Slate are properly regarded, our 
farmer.', in a short limu, will have n surplus 
capital, liku lha farmers in the oiler Stnlrs, 
to invert in Railroad nnd other profitable 
stock improvements, within our own State ; 
and that, Uo,- perhaps long befero.iht pub- 


ght to bo , benefitted by iliwu 
lic works soug 
, 


Government grants slmll hnvo been complet 
ed, or tome of them torn nonccd. • It would 
bo a better and a wiser policy for. us, if prac- 
ticable, to a«k of Congrcfs a grant to thn 
State of a portion nf Otoso land*, to nid in 
thu improvement of our Rivers and Harbor*, 
and make these . natural communications wo 
already have, and in which thu whole Statu 
are alike interested available, ami render our 
immunro Lako const on tbo North nnd Enst, 
secure to life nnd property. This. Slalo hn« 
already had committed iu its supervision, im- 
portant trusts by tho General Government, 
I'or thu benefit of schools nnd for iho improve- 
ment of iho Fox nnd Wiiconxin Rivera, fur 
tho proper mnnngctnmit ami security of which 
requires much legislation, nnd constant, vigil- 
mice. Wo should demonstrate ournbility to tuku 
caro of these beneficent giant*, before peek- 
ing others of a less general benefit. I would 
much prefer llmt the General (Jovcrnmeut 
would ruduco the price of our vncant lands lo 
simply cover the cost of their survey and 
•ale, nnd bring them at onco into market, as 
an inducement to emigration from the moro 
densely • populated parts of our own coun- 
try, and from foreign countries ; and in this 
way, add lo tho population, wealth, and pro- 
ductive labor of the Slate ; and subduo and 
cultivate this rich domain, than that they 
should be granted to compnnics in largo par* 
eels, lo build up sectional .interests and sub* 
servo ; private purposes. Our Stale presents 
greater inducements to emigration from a- 
lirond than any other, from tho consideration 
:hat our lands aru cheap and rich, and that 
hero thov can find spaco «ufi!c!ent to bo in 
neighborhood with thoir own countrymen, 
urn the great number of our present. popu- 
ation of forci.-n birth affords the assurance 
that thousands upon thousands moro will' 
coma and settle in our State. They' will 
bring •with them a lovo of liberty that will 
easily assimilate them to our own people, 
an industry nnd cnterpriso tlmt will soon bo 
icon nnd felt in tho substantial growth and 
improvement of tho Stale, and nn attach- 
ment to homo and stability of purpose, that 
will mnko them fixtures to our soil. 


In ibis connection, I would recommend, 


Hint iho Legislature provide -by law, for tbo 
establishment of nn Emigrant Agency, to 
operntu both at places of . debarkation at 
thn Enst and in Wisconsin ; anil that shall 
ako proper measures to attract- emigrants 
roni abroad to Wisconsin, as well as 'to' pro- 
cot them from imposition, insult and injury, 
ram knnves nnd speculators on their way 
lithor.' From tho attractive, influences pro- 
duced by (bo correspondence of -friends nnd 
ncqtiain threes, ' already • in tbis .State, with 
those- still in 'Ecropo, tho revolutionary nnd 
unsettled condition of Foreign Governments, 
and the dissemination of. froo principles, ind 
a knowledge of bur' institutions among tho 
iooplo,wo mHv' reasonably expect a very larpo 
and continued increase of {migration 'to this 
country in the -'next few years ; and wo nru 
hereforo" called • open ' by cveryconsidern- 
ion of State policy, as well as patriotism and 
jumsnity— not only' to have .'our vacant 
ands ready' lo reccivo them, -but to extend 
lowards;':them a special encouragement nnd. 
protection, until they shall havo made them* 
wives homes in'the Stato.
